While the expression ‘‘voter 
apathy’’ may be surrounding 
Tuesday's Presidential election 
nationwide, there are signs that 
Andover voters will turn out in 
possibly record numbers. 

Town Clerk Elden R. Salter 
said this week he is optimistic 
that there will be an 85 to 90 per 
cent turnout, based on interest 
being displayed by Andover 
voters. 

Salter said that the total 
registration is over 15,000 for 
the first time in the town’s 
history and applications for 
absentee ballots is also heavier 
than usual. 

The 15,000 plus registration is 
a Solid figure, based on new 
voters enrolled during special 
sessions of the residents who 
have moved from town, as well 
as those deceased since the last 
election, have been dropped 
from the rolls, through the con- 
tinued updating of the lists by 
the town clerk's office. 

The town clerk said Wednes- 
day morning that there were in 
excess of 500 applications for 
absentee ballots with the final 
total expected to be over 600. 

Of prime inteerest will be the 
Presidential race, but there are 
other contests capturing the 
attention of Andover voters, 
such as the one placing first 
term Congressman Paul 
Tsongas against Republic 
Roger W. Durkin of Lowell, and 
the contests at the county level 
for County commissioner. 

Capturing particular atten- 
lion are the referenda items, 
and specifically the bottle bill, 
where proponents and op- 
ponents alike are campaigning 
vigorously on the matter in An- 
dover. 

As for the referenda items, 
Town Clerk Salter suggests that 
residents review the items as 
printed in a special brochure 
sent out from Secretary of State 
Paul Guzzi. The pamphlet has a 
spot in the back where voters 
can make their decisions prior 
to going to the polls and thus 
transfer their vote to the ballot 
and save time. 

If any resident has not receiv- 
ed one of the red informational 
booklets, they are available at 
the post office or at the town 
clerk's office. 

Due to the anticipated large 
turnout on Tuesday, the town 
cleerk is suggesting that where 
possible, voting early in the day 
is recommended, He said that it

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Two Die In Sunday Crash 


Hundreds of mourners paid 
final tributes this week to two 
Andover young people who died 
as a result of injuries sustained 
in an early morning accident 
Sunday at Walnut and Elm 
Streets. 

St. Augustine’s church was 
filled to overflowing Tuesday 
for the funeral Mass for Peter 
T. Aumais, 18, son of 
Patrolman and Mrs. Richard 
Aumais, 10 Washington Ave., 
who died Sunday, several hours 
after being thrown from a car 
in which he was a passenger, 
which struck another vehicle at 
the intersection and flipped 
over. 

Today, funeral services will 
be held at 3 p.m. at South 
Church, for Anne Gardner 
Wobesky, 16, 91 Salem St., a 
junior at Andover High school, 
who died late Monday after- 
noon, as a result of injuries 
sustained in the same accident. 

Both were passengers in the 
rear seat of the compact car be- 
ing driven by John D. Terry, 19, 
6 Embassy Lane, Andover. 
Terry was treated and released 
from Bon Secours hospital for 
his injuries. Another passenger 
in the car, James McDonald, 
18, Elysian Drive, Andover, 
was admitted to Lawrence 
General hospital for treatment 
of head injuries. 

Registry of Motor Vehicle in- 
spectors and Andover police in- 
vestigating the accident, have 
made a preliminary finding 
that the car being driven by 
Terry had proceeded out of 
Walnut avenue, colliding with a 
car driven by Thomas W. Gliss, 
22, 95 Farrwood Ave., North 
Andover, who was travelling

Margaret Keck of the planning 
board this week, and informed 
them that the latest two 
proposals presented by the 
town are not feasible.

Regarding The Transfer 


To the Editor of the TOWNSMAN 
With regards to my transfer 


noted in the Oct. 21 Townsman, I 


feel it is necessary to append to 
that article the following infor- 
mation — important to any de- 
cent minded Andover citizen (of 
which in my experience there are 
planty) and any person in this 
town who has paid his taxes (I 
am sure there are many here as 
well! ). 

In the first place my transfer 
from the current fourth grade 
teaching post at the West 
Elementary School to a position 
in the High School English 
Department is very much in- 
voluntary for the following 
reasons: 


1. I have for the past five years 
been totally committed to 
teaching the three R’s in the An- 
dover elementary schools. Such a 
committment has been rewar- 
ding to me intellectually (How 
can children best learn? How can 
teachers best teach?), 
emotionally (9 year olders are in- 
deed a joy to work with), 
spiritually (I have found, truly, a 
vocation in teaching fourth 
graders). In the past five years I 
have invested much time and ef- 
fort in learning how to best deal 
with children at this level. I have 
participated in at least ten 
teacher workshops and will have 
accumulated 38 semester hours 
(by the end of this semester) 


ment as a fourth grade teacher. 
Hundreds of dollars of my own 
money have been spent on 
professional periodicals and 
books, and materials to be used 
in the classroom. I have spent 
many hours without pay direc- 
ting school plays, taking weekend 
and after school field trips with 
children (at least twelve last 
year), visiting their homes, and 
sharing lunch with them in school 
during my own lunch hour. 

2. Resulting from such a com- 
mittment is an ability to unders- 
tand, communicate, and effec- 
tively teach children at this level. 

3. Except for two months of 
student teaching at Lowell High 
School as a social studies teacher 
I have neither taught English at 


this level nor feel the committ- 
ment I presently have at my 
West Elementary School post. 
4. Leaving my students 
currently would have, it is my 


* strong feeling, a negative (and in

my students. Being transferred 
in mid-stream for the sake of 
economy may well be effective in 
an automobile factory.

I wonder 
about the relevance of teaching 
children respect for others in a 
public school system that sanc- 
tions the above practices. I 
wonder, furthermore, that if this 
is what ‘‘propitious’’ means to 
the Associate Superintendent, 
then what does ‘‘unpropitious”’ 
mean? 

Regarding the economy of my 
transfer, it must first be stated 
that my particular case is not one 
of adding ‘“‘personnel’’ to the 
secondary level staff — but that I 
am simply filling a vacancy left 
by Mr. Wasserman’s resignation. 
The administrative decision to 
fill the vacaney with an inex- 
perienced English teacher (me) 
whose position in turn is to be fill- 
cd by a teacher inexperienced at 
the fourth grade level. 

One suggested alternative 
would be to fill the Andover High 
School position with an ex- 
perienced English teacher (there 
are plenty available in today’s 
job market) and leave the 
current fourth grade position in- 
tact. For the taxpayers’ money it 
makes sense to have two ex- 
perienced teachers, rather than 
the reverse. I wonder why this 
does not make sense to the school 
administration? 

Before concluding, I must state 
that I am in the process of 
grievingthis situation through the 
A.E.A. as lam advised that there

What does this indicate 
about the administrative attitude 
towards teachers? What effect 
do such decisions have on teacher 
morale? What effect does low 
teacher morale have on the lear- 
ning climate in Andover 
classrooms?

I 
have chosen not to be politically 
involved while teaching in An- 
dover for various reasons, not the 
least of which, ironically, has 
been to become a more capable 
elementary school teacher. If 
teaching were simply a way of 
earning a few thousand bucks, 
with long vacations to boot, I 
would have never written this 
letter. It had to be written, 
however, not simply for my sake 
or for the sake of the children, 
parents, and teachers involved, 
but for the sake of beginning to 
understand the realities which 
have caused divisiveness and dis- 
harmony in a town, paradoxical- 
ly, filled with well-intentioned 
and decent people.

Graduated Income Tax. 

The next four questions 
propose new laws. Questions 5 
and 6 deal with a Ban on 
Handguns and a Ban on Non- 
returnable bottles and Cans, 
respectively. Questions 4 and 7 
concern a Massachusetts Power 
Authority and Uniform Electric 
Rates. Thirty percent of those 
voting must answer any question 
proposing a law or an amend- 
ment for the vote to be counted.

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Restaurant, Business Is People Business 


The foodservice industry 
employs more than eight 
million persons in 
restaurants large and small. 
While not all former 
restaurant employees 
become President, as did 
Gerald R. Ford, many still 
look back on their 
restaurant work as impor- 
tant experiences, says the 
National Restaurant 
Association (NRA).

the year preceding his elec- 
tion to the NRA presidency. 

O'Malley is also chairman 
of the $600-million Canteen 
Corporation, a Chicago sub- 
sidiary of Trans World 
Airlines, with national con- 
tract feeding operations in- 
cluding the John F’, Kennedy 
Center for the Performing 
Arts in Washington, D. C. 
and City Tavern in 
Philadelphia, as well as a 
group of fine dining es- 
tablishments.

The industry’s challenges 
include excessive govern- 
ment regulation and the task 
of maintaining acceptable 
price levels.

According to former 
employees, Rosellini’s “‘get- 
ting to know them’’ is an un- 
derstatement.

The Guiness 
Book of World Records 
claims O’Shaughnessy’s 
maintains the world’s 
largest liquor selection; 
more than 1000 different 
bottles are on display. 

‘‘What I learned at 


Rosellini’s. I applied at 
O'Shaughnessy’s,’’ adds 
McHugh. ‘‘Rosellini says 
there is only one kind of 
quality — the finest service, 
value, or relationships with 
people. I never could have 
been successful in my 
restaurant without this 
lesson.” 

Brooke Van Wyk, now vice 
president of a large 
chemical company, 
remembers the night 
Rosellini should have fired 
him, as an example of the 
restauranteur’s lingering in- 
fluence. 

“T was the parking lot 
attendant, and a series of 
cars were parked on a hill in 
an alley. I neglected to 
engage the emergency 
brake on one car, and it 
broke loose, hitting each of 
the cars on the way. The last 
car hit was Rosellini’s. 

Heart pounding, Van Wyk 


confronted his boss with the 
news. 

Rosellini said, ‘‘Brooke, I 
think you better sit down. 
We have insurance, so go 
‘home and calm down.” 

‘‘He knew my own motiva- 
tion would prevent other ac- 
cidents,’’ says Van Wyk. “‘I 
date my assumption of in- 
creased responsibility to 
that event.” 

And responsibility came 
to John Still as a result of a 
Rosellini object lesson. Still 
began his career at 
Rosellini’s at the age of 12; 
in need of work, he falsified 
his age. Today, he is the 
head of a $30-Million com- 
pany, John B. Still, Inc., 
aerospace manufacturers’ 
representatives. 

‘‘Rosellini is a complex 
man,” Still reflects. ‘“‘He 
knows how to coax the max- 
imum out of people, and he 
knows when to quit.

Americans eat an average 
of 111 pounds of meat each 
year, but only 12 pounds of 
fish. 

However, fish is con- 
sidered big business for 
restauranteers because an 
estimated 75 percent of all 
seafood is eaten out. 

As one fish and chip 
franchise chain owner put it, 
“Fish is the meal you can 
take home, but can’t make 
at home.’ While Americans 
eagerly throw a steak into 
the broiler or pop a roast 
into the over, most wait un- 
til they're seated at a 
restaurant to order bake 
stuffed lobster of shrimp 
Creole. 

Dining experts say that 
most Americans simply 
haven't had enough ex- 
posure to seafood but all 
that’s changing. Throughout 
the Mid-West and non- 
coastal regions of the U.S., 
new seafood restaurants are 
cropping up. Fish and 
chipperies, nautical white 
tablecloth operations and 
medium-priced family 
restaurants are growing 
rapidly. 

Fast-food fish operations 
are catching on across the 
nation. Among the clusters 
of hamburger stands, fried 
chicken take-outs, pizza huts 
and sub shops, fish is becom- 
ing a booming business. 

Long popular in Britain, 
the idea of fish and 
chipperies are starting to 
catch on. The president of 
one fish and chip fastfood 
company said, ‘‘We decided 
that fish and chips is 
American, anyway. The 
British stole it from us dur- 
ing the Revolution. But we 
found the British method in- 
viable. We felt Americans 
would not accept the fishy 
smell and flavor common to 
English fish and chips.”’ 

But here in New England, 
the fish story is a little 
different. 

Along the Atlantic Coast, 
people have long been enjoy- 
ing the harvests of the sea, 
dining out, and often at 
home. Many New 
Englanders don’t mind if 
their fish tastes fishy. 

Even though area cooks 
may serve haddock or filet 
of sole at home in the 
kitchen, seafood is still big 
business at area 
restaurants. 

Most Greater Lawrence 
restaurants offer seafood on 
the menu. Italian 
restaurants, steak houses, 
Arabic restaurants, all offer 
seafood specialties. Even 
hamburger stands offer 
their own brand of fish. 

During the summer 
months, many Lawrencians 
travel to the coast to dine on 
the freshest seafood in the 
most rustic settings. They 
enjoy steamed clams and 
lobsters fresh from the pot, 
perhaps even raw oysters 
served on the half shell. 

Lobsters, clams, scallops, 
haddock, schrod, halibut and 
shrimp all rate as favorite 
foods around here. Sword- 
fish and blue fish are real 
treats when available fresh 
and Cape Cod scallops are 
the most tender breed. 

But New Englanders are 
lucky because seafood is 
always best when fresh.

The history of public 
cating service is probably as 
ancient as the Old Testa- 
ment, which frequently 
refers to inns. 

“Restaurant’’ has its 
origin in the Latin root 
word, ‘“‘restaurare’’ which 
means ‘to restore.”’ In the 
Isth century, this Latin root 
word was applied to a spicy 
broth and called a 
“restorative beverage.”’ 
later it was applied to other 
“restorative’’ foods, esp- 
cially gravy, soups, 
bouillions, and similar 
preparations. 

The honor for creating the 
first ‘“‘businessmen’s lunch”’ 
apparently belongs to a chap 
named Segius Locates, a 
Roman innkeeper in 40 B. C. 
lle devised the feature for 
ship brokers who were too 
busy to go home, 

Some authorities claim 
that the “medieval” history 
of the restaurant industry 
began during the French 
Revolution, in 1789, when 
hiding aristocrats were fed 
in seeret by their servants. 


known to other aristocrats 
who were willing to pay a 
small charge for well- 
cooked meals. 


In ancient times, there 
were places for public 
eating roughly similar to our 
restaurants. Before the 
dawn of civilization, when 
people began making their 
homes in one place and oc- 
casionally traveling away 
from home — as distinguish- 
ed from nomads who had no 
real homes — they needed a 
place to eat and sleep 
enroute. Thus early 
restaurants were usually in 
conjunction with sleeping 
accommodations. 

Inns, hotels and 
monasteries of Europe serv- 
ed this function up to the 
{7th century, Chaucer’s 
Canterbury pilgrims used to 
gather prior to their 
journeys to the shrine of St. 
Thomas A. Becket, to dine 
and revel. They also held in- 
ners there after they return- 
ed, at which time the best 
teller of stries during the 


with a free meal and feted. 
This was the idea of the inn 
host, Harry Bailey, who 
went along on'the trip to 
judge the best tales. 

In Ingland, commoners 
had patronized eating places 
called ‘‘ordinary’’ as far 
back as 1577. These were 
taverns which served only at 
specified mealtimes — 
usnully between one and 
four o'clock — at a long, 
common table and at a fixed 
price. Diners couldn’t come 
in any time and sit any 
place, then choose from a 
vast menu. 


A noted ordinary fre- 
quented by literary figures 
in the 17th century was the 
Castle Ordinary. It burned 
down in 1666 and was rebuilt 
"as Dolly's Chop House. The 
latter gained reknown when 
“Dolly introduced pretty 
serving aids instead of 
waiters. Dolly’s Chop House 
was famed for choice of 
beefsteaks and ales. 
l‘ielding, Defoe, Swift, 
Dryden, Pope, 
(;ainsborough and Handel

were steady customers of 
this Chop House. 

When coffee was in- 
troduced to Europe, the 
restaurant function was 
taken over by coffee houses 
which were popular in 
Kngland from the 17th cen- 
tury on. In France, the 
“cafe” (coffee) arose. The 
first, English coffee house 
was in St. Michaels Alley, 
Cornhill, owned by a Greek 
named Pasqua Rosee who 
was the first to teach the 
method of roasting coffee 
and to introduce it in 
Kingland. 


The first public eating 
place to be designated as a 
restaurant was opened in 
Paris in 1765. It was called 
l.e Champ d'Oiseau and its 
proprietor was a gentleman 
called Boulanger. Over the 
doorway was a Latin in- 
scription: VEnite ad me 
omnes que stomacho 
laboratis et ego restaurabo 
vos — “Come to me all 
whose stomachs cry out in 
anguish and I shall restore

‘Businessman’s Lunch’ 


The ‘‘businessman’s 
lunch” is older than you 
think. The honor of creating 
the first belongs to a chap 
named Seguis Locates, a 
Roman inkeeper, who in 40 
B.C. devised this feature for 
ship brokers who were too 
busy to go home for lunch. 

The first restaurant 
“promotion’’ dates back to 
14th Century London. 
Chaucer’s Canterbury 
pilgrims would gather 
before their journeys to dine 
and revel at the Tabard Inn. 
The innkeeper, Harry 
Bailey, began going along on 
the journeys and judging the 
best stories told. The top- 
rated story-teller won a free 
meal at Bailey’s when the 
group returned to London. 

The first waitresses were 
at a place called ‘‘Dolly’s 


Chop House,’’ which 
numbered among its 
clientele many famous 
writers, painters and com- 
posers. Fielding, Defoe, 
Swift, | Dryden, 
Gainsborough and Handel 
were all steady customers, 
probably just after she in- 
troduced pretty serving 
maids to replace the 
traditional waiters. 
Concept of the ‘’grill 
room’”’ in England was 
credited to traveling 
Americans who didn’t want 
to dress for dinner. The first 
grill was opened in London 
in 1860, and made no restric- 
tions on dress, offered fine 
atmosphere and good food. 
In the United States, 
earliest restaurants were 
patterned after their 
English and Continental 


counterparts, and were 
mainly wayside inns, coffee 
,houses and taverns during 
the Colonail period. It 
wasn’t until the 19th Century 
that dining away from home 
became ‘“‘the” thing to do 
among the wealthy classes, 
and then elaborate 
restaurants and dining 
rooms in better hotels came 
into being. 


It took a revolution, 
however, the Industrial 
Revolution, to bring 
restaurants within the finan- 
cial reach of everyone. 
When men and women 
started. working in factories 
and offices in increasing 
numbers, the first cafeteria 
opened in New York City in 
1885 to provide quick, inex- 
pensive meals.

Restaurants are expected 
to do a $50 billion business 
this year — taking 27 cents 
of every food dollar, com- 
pared to only 10 cents 20 
vears ago — and the 
proliferation of new 
restaurants is expected to 
continue.

Because more people are 
eating out more often 
without waiting for special 
occasions, restaurants can 
survive on a smaller popula- 
tion base, according to 
David Thomas, chairman of

Tipping 
Guide 


Tipping has become an in- 
tegral part of dining out. 
Yet few people are aware 


of the origin of the practice. 


According to Mark Strong, 
executive secretary of the 
Massachusetts Restaurant 
Association, the word tips 
originated from the first 
letters of the phrase, ‘‘to in- 
sure prompt service.’’ 

However, since most tip- 
ping is done after service 
has been performed, it 
seems to be more a reward 
for services already 
rendered than an incentive 
for service to come. 

Strong does not believe 
that tipping is a pre- 
requisite for being served 
promptly and courteously. 

“T believe that the custom 
must have originated as a 
sort of status symbol on the 
part of those served - to 
demonstrate their ability to 
pay for special treatment.’ 

For many years, waiters, 
waitresses and other service 
employees not only worked 
for their tips alone, but ac- 
tually paid for the privilege 
of working. While the 
custom was abolished with 
the advent of minimum 
wage laws.

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A Perplexing Decision 


Tuesday, Nov. 2, election day, offers American an opportunity - 


to make a vital decision - - this year a most difficult one. 

Disturbing as this Presidential election day nears, is the 
apathy, so-called, of the American voter. 

We are not in a position to determine if the voters on a national 
scale will be demonstrative of the apathetic feeling on Tuesday by 
refraining from their duty. But we are concerned. 

Admittedly it is difficult to warm up to the Presidential can- 
didates, but the point is emphatic that a choice must be made. 

As the campaign has progressed from the hills of New 
Hampshire last winter, to almost the eve of the election, neither 
candidate seems to have inspired in the American public a con- 
fidence which has been generated by aspirants to the Executive 
Mansion on Pennsylvania Avenue in the past. 

Quite frankly, what the offspring of the candidates do for extra- 
curricula activity, if you will, doesn’t concern us as much as what 
the person seeking the office has done, or intends to do, as Presi- 
dent. 

To date, there seems to have been more concern about the 
irrelevant than than the relevant. 

Quite possibly this is the reason that the American public is not 
anxiously awaiting the opening of the polling booths on Tuesday. 

The evidence of apathy was here in Andover this week, as the 
League of Women Voters conducted its candidates night program 
at the West school. 

The turnout was sparse. 

The league, recognizing its responsibility as a voter service 
organization, has conducted these public forums prior to all elec- 
tions, national, state and local. 

It is our recollection that the turnout for Tuesday’s program 
was the smallest ever. 

(andidates for Congress, county commissioner, executive coun- 
cil and state senate were present to present their views and dis- 
cuss issues with but a handful of people. 

It is with this in mind, that we ask that voters in Andover, in the 


next few days, take the time necessary to appraise the candidates 
for the various offices which will appear on the ballot next Tues- 
day, and make a decision - - the most important one, of course to 
exercise their franchise and vote. 

Granted, the race for leadership of the country may be 
lacklustre, but it is up to all of us to make a decision. Failure to 
participate in the Democratic process only leads to further 
apathy.

Perplexing and difficult as it may be to make a decision on the 
most important matter of leadership of our nation for the next 
four vears, we feel that based on presentations made by the can- 
didates to date, President Gerald R. Ford would be the most 
logical choice. 

Having been thrust into the position at a difficult time in the 
nation’s history, Ford has attempted to govern in a manner, we 
think, appropriate to one not having received an electoral deci- 
SION.

A REPORT TO THE PARENTS OF 
ANDOVER SCHOOL CHILDREN 


On October 21, 1976 Two Andover teachers read in the Townsman that they were to be transferred. No 
official notification had been received by either teacher. As a result of these transfers, the following 
situations have resulted. 

|. A fourth grade teacher at the West Elementary School, with no prior experience on the secondary 

level, has been transferred to a vacant position in the English Department at the High School. This 
transfer affects approximately 100 students at the fourth grade level, and 120 students at the secon- 
dary level. The students affected at the secondary level will now have been taught by three teachers 
within nine weeks. The English Department Chairman has not even been consulted in regard to this 


2. An enrollment of 26 children in the Shawsheen kindergarten was considered by the School Com- 
mittee to be too low to justify two kindergarten sessions. Although the average enrollment in 
kindergarten in Andover is 17.4, Shawsheen’s 26 children will now be enrolled in one kindergarten 
session. The present full-time kindergarten teacher is being transferred to West Elementary 
School. She has not been told the grade level of her assignment. The half-time position at Shawsheen 
will be filled by a half-time kindergarten teacher at Sanborn School. This leaves Sanborn’s 
kindergarten class with one full-time teacher and 42 students. 

The ramifications of this arbitrary shuffling of personnel are: 

|. An elementary school teacher has been given 15 school days in which to prepare to teach in an area 
in which he has no teaching experience. During these 15 school days he is expected to carry a full 
teaching load in his fourth grade position. This transfer does not result in an increase of high school 


staff. 


‘ teacher, whose previous 13 years of teaching experience have been in the kindergarten, will be 
teaching at another level. She, too, will have 15 school days in which to prepare for this transfer. 
3. More than 290 students will suffer from the turmoil created by the abrupt deviation from their nor- 


mal routine. 


The A.E.A, condemns such wanton mismanagement of the Andover School System. Our only recourse, 
by agreement with the Andover School Committee, is the time-consuming grievance process, which may 
not remedy this transfer situation until late in the school year. 

We strongly recommend that: 

|. The High School English position be filled by a qualified, experienced teacher. 

2. The staffing at the Shawsheen, Sanborn, and West Schools remain unchanged.

The Authority will build and operate all new generating and trans- 
mission facilities in the Commonwealth and ha» the option to purchase 
existing facilities through negotiation, condemnation, or eminent 
domain. After an initial two-year period. no other utility may construct 
a new facility unless the Authority certifies that it lacks the capability to 
finance the facility and the facility would further the purposes of the act 


The Authority will finance its activities by issuing revenue bonds. 
The bonds will be exempt from state taxation. but will not be backed by 
the full faith and credit of the Commonwealth. Power will be sold to 
other utilities by contract but no special discounts or bonuses to promote 
the increased use of power may be given. Public hearings are required 
on all major contracts. 


The Authority is required to develop a master. 20-year demand study 
and siting plan within 18 months of its incorporation, to be updated 
each succeeding year. Sites will be selected in accordance with the 
Electric Power Facilities Siting Council Act of 1973. The Governor and 
the community in which any facility is to be located must affirmatively 
approve the facility before it can be constructed. 


The Authority will be subject to all applicable federal and state 
environmental standards and must obtain all necessary federal and state 
permits and complete all necessary environmental impact satements. 


The Authority will be exempt from taxation but will make payments 
in lieu of taxes to cities and towns in an amount equal to the tax which 
would be paid if the Authority's real and personal property were owned 
by a private electric utility company. 

The Authority is forbidden from engaging in promotional or image 
advertising. The Authority has the authority to bargain collectively with 
its employees and is subject to the provisions of Chapter 150 of the 
General Laws, which governs the conciliation and arbitration of indus- 
trial disputes. Employees of the Authority are not subject to the civil 
service law and rules, Employees of utilities displaced by the activities of 
the Authority have first preference in employment by the Authority. 


SECTION 2 of the act amends section 43 of Chapter 164 of the 
General Laws to provide that if a city or town votes, in accordance with 
the provision of Chapter 164, to establish a municipal utility and acquire 
the facilities of the utility currently serving the community, and the 
utility refuses to sell its property to the city or town, that the Department + 
of Public Utilities will establish a fair price for the facilities, and the 
utility will be required to accept the price determined by the department 
and tender the deed for the facilities to the city or town.
